BOATS THAT WEATHERED THE GALE. 


Twelve lives lost. a dozen or more ves- 
sels wrecked, several passenger steamers 
battling all night with the storm, and thou- 
sands of dollars in loss to shipping can 
be laid to the storm of Tuesday on the great 
lakes. Eleven of the crew of sixteen on 
the John B. Lyon were drowned off Cleve- 
land and the woman cook of the schooner 


Dundee was lost by not being able to climb 


into the rigging with the men. 
Four hundred passengers on the Flint 


and Pere Marquette boat No. 4 spent a 


night of peril in midlake, and the steamer 
Lawrence, for St. Joseph, crossed the lake 
three times before making port in safety. 
Countless sailing vessels were stripped of 
and many are now pounding, 
on the shoals. where they were 
by the waves. 


hurricane which swept the lakes last night 
proved extremely disastrous, causing di- 
rectly ‘the loss of twelve lives and wreck- 
ing many vessels. Two boats went down, 
carrying down with them several persons 
who were on board. Others arrived in port 
badly damaged.

Special Relief Train Sent. 

As soon as the news of the accident reached 
this city a special train was sent out with 
the railroad company’s physician, Dr. W. F. 
Grinstead, and a corps of nurses. This train 
reached the scene of the wreck at 2 0 clock, 
and the physicians and nurses immediately 
set to work. 

Duncan Clarke, the manager, will probably 
recover, as his injuries are slight. A man 
named Klido, the contortionist of the troupe, 
stopped off at Carbondale and escaped in-

Indianapolis, Ind., Sept. 12.— President 
Mitchell and Secretary Wilson ot the United 
Mine Workers of America affixed their signa- 
tures this afternoon to a document which 
will call 165,000 miners and auxiliaries of the 
Pennsylvania anthracite coal rs from. 


Text of the Strike Order. 

Following is the order to strike issued by 
President Mitchell this afternoon: 
To the Officers and Members of the Unit- 
ed Mine Workers of America and All Other 
Miners and Mine Workers of the Anthracite 
Region of Pennsylvania, Greeting: At a 
convention of the miners and mine workers 
of the anthracite coal fields held at Hazleton, | 
Pa., on Aug? 27, 1900, a resolftion was adopt- 
ed asking the National Executive board of 
the United Mine Workers of America to 
indorse a proposition for a strike of the 
miners and mine workers of the anthracite 
region, in accordance with the laws of our 
organization, provided certain wages and 
conditions were not granted by the coal 
companies within ten days. The National 
Executive board was called together for the 
purpose of considering the situation, and 
after a careful examination. of all the facts 
in its possession its members were unani- 
mously of opinion that a strike should be 
ordered at once and our hopes of improved 
conditions staked upon the outcome. 


Once Hoped for Settlement. 
„During the afternoon of Saturday, Sept. 
8, while the board was still in session, in- 
formation reached this office that outside 
influences were being brought to bear upon 
the coal companies to bring about a satis- 
factory settlement of the questions in dis- 
pute without resorting to a strike. Know- 
ing from a wide range of experience the 
far reaching results of a prolonged strike 
and the injurious effects it would have upon 
the great commercial and industrial inter- 
ests of the country, we felt that we should 
not be justified in ordering a strike while 
there yet remained the slightest hope that 
it could be averted and the grievances of 
the anthracite miners satisfactorily adjust- 
ed by more businesslike methods. We there- 
fore issued a circular asking you to con- 
tinue work for a few days longer and hold 
yourselves in readiness to cease work im- 
mediately upon the ending of present nego- 
when, if a settlement was not 
reached, an official indorsement of the strike 
would be sent out by this board. 

The negotiations mentioned are at an 
end and a settlement has not been reached. 
You are therefore hereby notified that the 
application of the anthracite miners to strike 
in accordance with the laws of the United 
Mine Workers of America has been indorsed, 
and, in accordance with this indorsement, . 
all the miners and mine workers of the 
anthracite coal region, whether members 
ot the United Mine Workers of America or 
not, are instructed to cease work on and 
after Monday, Sept. 17, 1900, and remain 
away from the various collieries, strippings, 
and breakers until the demands of the 
Hazleton convention have been acceded to 
by the coal companies. 


Admonished to Be Law-Abiding. 

“Be law-abiding, ‘self-respecting, and 
quiet; do not allow any person, whose inter- 
est it may be, to provoke you into quarrels 
and violations of the peace. That is one ot 
the most common methods used by large em- 
ployers to destroy the public sympathy and 
defeat our cause. With a thoroughly aroused 
public sentiment behind us-—a cause the 
justice of which cannot be successfully

Narragansett Pier, R. I., Sept. 2.—[Spe- 
cial,)—Admiral Dewey again proved himself 
a hero today. At the head of amateur fire 
fighters he saved the pier from utter destruc- 
tion. As it was, the fire did nearly $1,000,000 
worth of damage. The Rockingham Ho- 
tel, a $200,000 structure, is gone. It was 
there the fire started. Louis Sherry’s Casino, 
of equal value, is wiped out, also Hazard’s 
Block opposite, and many other buildings 
along the beach of the Rockingham. 

The private cottages alongside the Casino 
were saved. The second from that structure 
is the MeLean cottage, where Atmirel 
Dewey is stopping. 

There were four other heroes of today’ 5 
fire. Young Ned Mitchell: of Washington 
headed the crowd of young cottagers who 
rushed to the rescue. With him were 


Samuel J. Culbertson. of Louisville, and 


These young. fellows were fighting the 
fire and were trying to save the house bo- 
tween the McLean Cottage and thefire. Ad- 
miral, Dewey asked the men if they could 
hold. out for a little while longer and if 
they could they would save the house. 
They said they could and they did. 


Dewey Cottage Threatened. 

Admiral Dewey said this evening: 

“ Those four young men saved us. I stood 
there encouraging them for that dreadful 
ten minutes; then we were safe. Everybody 
breathed again. But we were not unaware 
of own danger; I told my mother-in-law, 
Mrs. McLean, to pack up. We were all 
ready. 

2 As I sald to them, if that cottage goes we 
are doomed. Had our house caught the big 
Mathewson Hotel next door would have 
gone; that would have been the end of Nar- 
ragansett. As it was, all the hotels were in 
a panic. 

„ At the Massasolt everything was thrown 
out the windows. The guests at the. big Im- 
perial were in a panic, Iam told that every- 
body felt that the pler was gone forever.“ 

Admiral Dewey would not admit it, but it 
was his coolness that saved the rest of Nar- 
rangansett Pier.

STARR SAYS ‘AMERICANS 
“WILL ABORIGINES. 


University of Chicage Holds 

That Racial Differences Are Due to 
Physical and Climatic Conditions— 
Asserts His Theory Is Sustained by 
Measurements of the Features of 

5,000 Pennsylvania Children—Each 
Continent Has Its Peculiar People. 


Professor Frederick Starr of the depart- 
ment of anthropology in the University of 
Chicago believes that the American people 
are becoming Indians and will eventually re- 
vert to the aboriginal type. His theory is 
that racial differences are due to physical 
and climatic conditions of the different con- 
tinents, and that the same conditions which 
made Indians of the earliest inhabitants of 
America will produce a ‘like W among 
the present inhabitants. 


Bases Theory on W 

Professor Starr bases his theory upon care- 
ful investigation. He has minutely exam- 
ined and measured the features of more than 
5,000 children of Pennsylvania Dutch paren- 
tage and has found in most cases a length- 
ening of the face and broadening of the 
cheek bones in accordance with the charac- 
teristic features of the Indian races. Yester- 
day in his class in ethnology he pointed out 
various members of the class who most 


** 


Temperament Changes with Features. 

All who come to America,“ said Profes- 

r Starr, must converge toward the In- 
dian type. Some may resist the influence 
longer than others, but the result will be sure 
to follow in time. As the features change 
the temperament will change also. Mind is 
correlated with body, and it is to be expected 
that those who come here must become as 


Indians. The people of France recognize. 


Americans who visit Paris, and they readily 
distinguish between Americans and English. 


Each Continent Has Its Type. 

Asta is the continent ot the brown and 
yellow men. Whatever you pour into it be- 
comes as the natives who are there. Africa 
is the black man's continent. The white 
man who goes to Africa must in time become 
black, with the projecting jaw, thé coarse 
hair, and backward heel of | the native 
African races.“ 

Professor Starr was asked if the Indianized 
Americans of the future would live in wig- 
wams. He replied that when the first white 
explorers came to America there were many 
Indians living in better houses than wee 
cago people live in today.

Health of Survivers in Danger. 


Great piles of human bodies, dead an 
mals, rotting vegetation, household fur- 
niture, and fragments of the houses them= ~ 
selves are piled in confused heaps right 
in the main streets of the city. Along 
the gulf front human bodies are float- 
ing around like cordwood. Intermingled 
with them are to be found the carcasses of 
horses, chickens, dogs, and rotting vegetable 
matter. Above all arises the foulest stench 
that ever emanated from any cesspool, abso- 
lutely sickening in its intensity, and. most 
dangerous to health in its effects. 

“Along the strand adjacent to the gulf 
front, where are located all the big whole- 
sale warehouses and stores, the situation 
is even worse. Great stores of fresh vege- 
tation have been invaded by the incoming 
waters, and are now turned into garbage 
piles of most befouling odors. The gulf , 
waters while on the land played at will with 
everything, smashing in doors of stores, de+ 
positing bodies of humans where they 
pleased, and then receded, leaving the wreck- 
age to tell its own tale of how the work had 
been done.

Rapid 
: Dead at Galveston Poisons Air 
And Opens New Peril. 


WOMEN TO BE SENT AWAY. 


Galveston, Tex., Sept. 12.—(Special.J—All 
attempts at burying the dead have been 
abandoned and bodies are now being dis- 
posed of in the swiftest manner possible. 
Scores of them were burned today and hun- 
dreds were taken out to sea and thrown 
overboard. The safety of the living is now 
the paramount question and nothing that 
will tend t6 prevent the outbreak of an 
awful pestilence is being neglected. This 
morning it was found that large numbers 
of the bodies which had been previously. 
thrown into the bay were washed back upon 
the shore and the situation was thus ren- 
dered worse than before they were first 
taken in the barges and thrown into the 
water, It will now never be known how 
many have lost their lives. 

Efforts were made this afternoon to pick 
up the dead bodies that have floated in with 
the tide, having once been cast into the 
sea. This is awful work, and few men are 
found with sufficiently strong nerves to last 
at ft more than thirty minutes at a time. 


Workers Nerves Give Way. 

All of the bodies are badly decomposed, 
swollen to enormous rtions, and of so 
dark a hue that it. is impossible to tell ex- 
cept by the hair, when any hair is visible, 
whether the corpses are those of white 
people or of negroes. 

Determined efforts by local authorities and 
military are bringing about a semblance of 
order, although the situation here continues 
most discouraging. The work of disposing 
of the dead progresses slowly, even with 


“every available man and horse engaged in 


hauling the bodies to the gulf. 

Mayor Jones this afternoon repeated his 
assertion that the number of victims will 
reach 5,000, and many estimates are as high 
as 10,000. 

It is learned that of seventy telegraph op- 
erators employed by both companies in this 
city only three escaped death in the flood. 

The stench from the decomposing human 
corpses and carcasses of animals, as well as 
from the slime and filth left in the streets 
by the receding waters, makes the work 
among the dead a fearful task. The men 
handling the bodies are changed every few 
hours, and many have been overcome while 
engaged in the grewsome task. 

‘ Poisoned Air Causes Deaths. 

The poisoned air already is reaping a new 
harvest of death, scores of those injured 
or made sick by the effects of the storm suc- 
cumbing as a result. Every effort will be 
made to get the women and children away 
from the town before a general epidemic 
breaks out. 

Another day of the present heat, it is 
feared, will make it Hnpossible to continue 
the work of burial. Boat loads of lime and 
other disinfectants have been brought in 
and used where most needed. The lack of 
horses is a serious feature of the situation, 
as better progress could be made in 
off the dead were more animals to dra 
carts available. ‘ 


No Attempt at Identification. 
attempts to identify the dead have 
been abandoned. The majority of the bodies 
are decomposed beyond recognition, so, 
except when some article in the pockets 
gives the name, the body is thrown into the 
gulf unrecorded. 

Fifty men caught robbing the dead have 
been killed. Half of them were tried by 
court-martial and ordered: shot. It is be- 
Heved this sunim execution will put-a stop 
to the practice. robbers had become 
bold, cutting off the fingers and ears of the 
dead women to obtain jewels. One man 
arrested had in his pockets twenty-three 
fingers hacked from bodies, on each of which 
was a valuable ring. 

A special session of the Legislature has 
been asked to provide funds for the destitute. 


| Contributions are coming in rapidly, it being 


reported today that over $100,000 already 
was in the hands of the committees. 

Quartermaster Baxter's report to head- 
quarters at Washington today advises the 
abandoning of all government works at this 
point.

Sightseers Forbidden Entry.

Relief Committees on the Way. 

Relief committees from the interior of the 
State have commenced to arrive, and as 
usual y are much too large in numbers 
and, to à certain extent, are in the way of 
the people of Galveston and an impediment 
to the prompt relief which they themselves 
are so desirous of offering. Some of the 
relief expeditions have had committees 
large enough to consume 10 per cent of the 
provisions which they brought. The relief 
sent here from Beaumont, Tex., arrived this 
and was distributed as fast as pos- 
t consisted of two carloads of ice 
and provisioris, and came by way of Port 
The great trouble now seems to be 
that those people who are in greatest need, 
through no fault of those in charge 
of the distribution, are the last to receive 
the ald. Many of them are so badly maimed 
and wounded that they are unable to apply 
to the relief committees, and the committees 
are so overwhelmed by direct applications 
that they have been unabie to send out mes- 
sengers. 

The wounded everywhere are still needing 
the attention of physicians, and despite 
every ¢ffort it is feared a number will die 
decaus of the sheer physical impossibility 
to afford them the aid necessary to save their 
Iives. Every man in Galveston who is able 
to walk and work is engaged in the work of 
relief with all of the energy of which he is 
capable. But, despite their utmost endeav- 
ors, they cannot keep up with the increase 
miserable conditions which surround 
Water can be obtained by able-tiedied 
men, but with great difficulty. Dr. Wallace 
Shaw of Houston, who is busily engaged in 
the relief work, said tonigtit there were 200 
people at St. Mary's Infirmary without 
water. They had been making coffee of salt 
water and using that as their only beverage. 


Rich Youths Aid in Morgue. 

Sharp and painful contrasts in human na- 
ture have been brought out by the duties 
which have devolved upon stricken Galves- 
ton. John Seeley of Hutchings is perhaps 
the richest young maninthe South. Safford 
Wheeler is his associate, a clubman, and a 
favorite of society.

Galveston’s Distress Declared 
and Property Loss Much Greater 
than Had Been Estimated. . 


Galveston, Tex., Sept. 12.—Charles 8. 
Diehl, General Manager Associated Press, 
Chicago: A summary of the conditions pre- 
valllng at Galveston is more than human 
intellect can master. Briefly stated, the 
damage to property is anywhere between 
$15,000,000 and $20,000,000. The loss of life 
cannot be computed. No lists could be kept 
and all is simple guess work. Those thrown 
out to sea and buried on the ground wher- 
ever found will reach the horrible total ef 
at least 3,000 souls. 

My estimate of the loss on the island of 
the City of Galveston and the immediate 
surrounding is between 4,000 and 
5,000 deaths. 1 do not make this statement 
in fright or excitement. The whole story 
never will be told because it cannot be told. 
The necessities of those living aretotal. Not 
a single individual escaped property loss. 

The property on the island is wrecked, 
fully one-half swept out of existence alto- 
_gether. What our needs are can be com- 
puted by the world at large by the state- 
ment herewith submitted much better than 
I could possibly summarize them. The help 
must be immediate.

Turn Back from St. Joe River.

BURSTING OF A STE MN

LONDON. Sept. 18, 8 a.m.—-Dispatches from 
Shanghai, Berlin, Paris, and Vienna all tend 
to confirm the suspicion that Russia and 
Germany have some prearranged plan for 
the settlement of the Chinese problem, in 
which the other powers are not to have a 
hand. * 
The Russians continue to practice their 
sly methods in Pekin. Not only have they 
been filling the city with their troops, but 
have further sought to hoodwink the other 
powers and to ingratiate themselves with 
the Chinese by secretly agreeing to treat 
with Prince Ching, who by this time has 
arrived at the capital. 


In. the meantime the Morning Post says 
on the authority of its Paris corespondent 
that-France, the United States, and Japan 
have agreed to withdraw their troops from 
Pekin, the withdrawal, ‘however, to be lim- 
ited to retirement beyond the walls of the 
city. In such a manner the forces could still 
dominate the city in a military sense. . 


Court Officials Left Behind. 


When the Empress, the Emperor, and 
Prince Tuan quit Pekin they left several 
members of the court behind. Whether 
these were deserted or purposely ordered to 
remain in order. to keep the Empress ad- 
vised as to what was going on in her absence 
is unknown. At any rate, eight of those 

* who stayed called informally upon the for- 
eign Ministers a fortnight ago and endeav- 
ered to establish friendly relations. Most 
of the foreign Ministers declined to see them, 
but Minister Conger, however, received 
them in his private capacity. 

The Chinese expressed themselves as truly 
sorry for the situation, but were unable to 
suggest a remedy. - 

The American Minister regards the pres- 
ent outlook as most gloomy, and has ad- 
vised all Americans who are able to leave 
the capital. All but about forty have taken 
his advice. Of this number most are mis- 
sionaries, who refuse to desert the Chinese 
Christians. Minister Conger evidently ad- 
‘mires the courage of the missionaries, för 
he has promised that the converts shall be 
cared for in any ‘event.

| Massacre of Native Christians.

STOCKHOLM, Sweden, Sept. 12.—King 
Oscar has accepted the resignation of the 
Premier of his Cabinet, Erik Gustaf Bos- 
trom, and has appointed Admiral Van Ottow 
as his successor. The other members of the 
Cabinet will not resign. resignation 
will not affect the present policy of the gov- 
ernment, either in internal affairs or regard- 
ing. the union of Sweden and Norway. 


The resignation of Premier Bostrom is sup- 
posed to be the climax of the strained rela- 
tions said to have existed between King 
Oscar and some of the members of his min- 
istry since the King’s return from his Eng- 
lish visit. While in England the King, ina 
conversation with the editor of one of the 
London dailies, expressed in unequivocal 
language his sympathy for Pagiand in the 
Boer war.

Upon his return home stories reached the 

King that his Ministers had been indulging 
in criticisms of his diplomacy, and the sub- 
sequent change in the atmosphere of the 
ministry-room is thought to be the cause of 
Premier Bostrom's “ ill-health.”

LONDON, Sept. 13, 3 a. m.—The London 
newspapers don’t take kindly to the feats of 
promotion in connection with local trans- 
portation lines ascribed to C. T. Yerkes. 

The story printed yesterday in America 
to the effect that a Yerkes syndicate had 
purchased the rights for the construction of 
an underground railway from Charing Cross 
to Euston and Hampstead is described in 
this morning’s Daily Mail as a “ Yerkes 
fiction, intended for consumption on the 
other side of the Atlantic.“ 

The Mail gives the Chicago man credit for 
keen American forethought in recognizing 
that electric traction is the coming method 
‘of rapid transit in England, and tells how 
in July last he came to London, preceded by 
newspaper paragraphs, with the object of 
extending London’s present meager system 
of electric railways and incidentally secur- 
ing a thing for his syndicate. 


Plans Not Successful. 

* But. says the Mall, Yerkes returned 
empty ded, so far, at any rate, as to 
rights for electric railways or tramways in 
London is concerned. He was willing to lend 
his aid in either direction, but his advances 
were not ‘successful. He learned that Lon- 
don does not require his financial help for the. 
provision of two penny tubes or electric 
trams, and the suggestion that he has ob- 
tained the rights for an electric underground 
road from Charing Cross to Hampstead is 


a line would serve is already practically 
covered by the Waterloo and Baker Street 
railway, already in course of construction, 
and its extension to Hampstead. 
The latest Yerkes story is, in fact, noth- 
ing more than a Wall street invention.“ 
The Mail may be right in saying that 
Yerkes has secured nothing that he came 
after. Yerkes himself, upon his arrival, de- 
clared that he had only come to give an ex- 
pert opinion on the feasibility of a general 
underground electric system in response to 
the request of a big English syndicate, but 
the newspaper is in error in denying that a 
charter for such a road from Charing Cross 
to Euston and Hampstead exists. It was 
granted by Parliament several years ago, 
but never got beyond the paper stage, 
though admittedly of considerable value, 
owing to the importance of the territory 
through n the proposed line ran. 


Keeps His Own Secrets. 
Whatever Yerkes has accomplished he has 

kept carefully to himself. When he first 
reached London he promised to give the 
names of the English syndicate for publi- 
cation. This he found he was unable to do 
after talking with the principals, who de- 
manded secrecy. Gossip in financial circles 
insists that the syndicate includes the 
Rothschilds, but this statement is as com- 
mon in connection with all big deals in Eu- 
rope as the name of Plerpont Morgan is in 
American schemes. So it may and may not 
be true. 

- Yerkes has been in London little since he 
landed on this side. His wife is still ill at 
one of the continental watering places. The 
report that he has secured a controlling in- 
terest in the Metropolitan Underground 
company is not confirmed. To do this it 
would be necessary for him to buy the 
shares of a large number of stockholders, 
as the stock is held broadcast, mostly in 
small blocks. Had he induced a considera- 
ble number of holders to sell the market 
would surely indicate the fact, argue the 
experts, yet in three weeks Metropolitan 
Consolidated has not wavered over two 
points and Metropolitan District less than 
one.

GENERAL NEWS OF RAILWAYS. 


Western Indiana an Provides Government 
with Well-Equipped Mail Transfer 
Room at the Dearborn Station. 


“The Western Indiana Rallroad company 
has just turned over to the use of the gov- 
ernment railway mail service one of the best 
equipped transfer rooms in Chicago in the 
Dearborn Station. For this purpose the 
company has cut off by a partition forty 
feet of the south end of the big eg 
room, making a commodious apartment 
x40 feet in size. 

The interior room is fitted up with stalle 
for storing mail for the eight railway post- 
offices which use the depot, the loaded 
trucks being wheeled directly into the room. 
The new arrangement greatly facilitates 
the handling of newspaper and other mail 
matter. 

Mall to be weighed is handled with but 
one trucking. The room is manned by 
twelve men under the direction of George W. 
Miles, who has been in the service for the 
last fifteen years. 

George H. Daniels of the New York 
Central, J. R. Boyd of the Pennsylvania, 
and Charles S. Lee of the Lehigh Valley 
roads have been appointed a committee by 
the Trunk Line association to arrange for an 
equitable division of immigrant traffic. It 
is understood that the trunk lines are 
anxious to force the Western Passenger as- 
sociation out of New York and run the 
clearing-house in that city themselves. 

E. W. Meddaugh and H. B. Joy, receivers 
of the Chicago and Grand Trunk railway, 
have filed their second quarterly report in 
the United Circuit Court. It covers the 
period between March 31 and July 1, 1900. 
The disbursements exceeded the receipts 
by nearly $70,000. Besides this the condi- | 
tion of the road, according to its engineer, 
demands the outlay of $100,000 for twenty 
miles of new rails to put it into safe con- 
dition for winter travel.

for its object the hunting down 

and the destruction of those An- 
archists who are imbued with regicida! 
views, and the avenging of all An- 
archist murders of this kind by the 
assassination, not of those who have perpe- 
trated them but of those who have directly 
or tndirectly instigated the wy — One man 
whose life is in danger at the hands of these 
monarchical ts at present is 
the radical Italian Deputy, Sig. Ferri, who 
is generally regarded in Italy as the head of 
the Socialist party in that kingdom, and 
who has not hesitated to avow his sympa- 
thies for Brescl. 


I do not look for much success for this 
monarchical Anarchist organization, for I 
have a vivid memory of something similar 
in Russia fifteen or twenty years ago, when 
the flower of the Muscovite nobility formed 
themselves into a secret society similar in 
every respect to the nihilist conspiracy, but 
created for the express purpose of fightin 
the latter. The aim of this society, w 
assumed the high-sounding name of the 
“ Holy Band.“ was to intrust the safety of 
the imperial family to the best blood of the 
land, and at the same time to meet the con- 
spirators with their own weapons; that is to 
say, to combat the nihilist plans both at 
home and abroad by means of @ conserva- 
tive secret organization. 

The necessary resources were raised by 
subscription from the highest society, M. 
Demidoff, Prince of San Donato, paying the 
greater part of his expenses out of his own 
pocket, The Grand Duke Viadimir and Count 
Vorontsoff Dashkoff obtained the Emperor's 
approval of the statutes of the Holy — 
and its operations began in the summer 


Of course, the official police looked upon 
the Holy Band with anything but friendly 
eyes, dnd absolutely declined to work in 
unison with the association. 

At length the late Czar came to the con- 
clusion that the Holy Band was a source of 
danger and ridicule rather than of safety, 
and so he determined to dispense with its 
services and to be satisfied with the protec- 
tion afforded by the regularly constituted 
police. . 

That was the death of the Holy Band, 
the same reasons that led Alexander ITI. 
suppress the Holy Band are likely to pre- 
vent King Victor Emmanuel from accord- 
ing any recognition whatsoever to the mon- 
archical Anarchist movement in Italy, for 
which I predict a brief spell of existence. 

A great sensation has been created at 
every court of continental Europe by the ac- 
tion of the Spanish Infant, Don Alfonso of 
Bourbon, in writing a warm letter of sym- 
pathy to the Marquis Tacoli, who was re- 
cently compelled to resign his commission in 
the Austrian cavalry, as well as his office of 
Imperial Chamberlain at the court of Vienna, 
owing to his having refused on religious 
grounds to fight a duel with a brother officer 
when required to do so by a so-called court 
of honor composed of the officers of his regi- 
ment. “The punishment of the Marquis end 
of Count Ledochowski, who acted as his 
friend and second, subjected to a similar pen- 
alty, was rendered additionally severe by the 
fact that both of these young officers are 
obliged to complete their term of service in 
the army, some eighteen months or more, as 
common soldiers. 


— 

This is the first time that a royal or im- 
perial Prince has ever expressed himself so 
strongly against dueling, and the matter 
creates the more sensation owing to the fact 
that Don Alfonso, unlike his elder bröther, 
Don Carlos, ts one of the bravest soldiers 
living, the absolute fearlessness which he 
displayed during the last two Carlist wars 
being only marred by a reputation for cruel- 
ty due to his relentiess severity in dealing 
with the enemy. Through his wife, the 
Dona Maria-of-the-Snows, who is not only 
an Infanta of Spain but likewise of Portu- 
gal, as well as a Duchess of Braganza in her 
own right, and who, sharing all the perils of 
his campaign, won for herself in the last 
two Carlist wars the reputation of being as 
fearless as her husband and almost as able 
a General, he is related closely to half the 
reigning houses in Europe, one of his wife's 
sisters having married the late Archduke 
Charles Louis, second brother of Emperor 
Francis Joseph, another having wedded 
Duke Charles Theodore of Bavaria, the ocu- 
list, thanks to which union Don Alfonso Is 
about to become uncle to the future King of 
Belgium. 


Unlike Don Carlos, Don Alfonso oceupies 
an altogether exceptional position at the 
court of Vienna, where he has hitherto been 
treated as a member of the imperial family. 
Inasmuch as Emperor Francis Joseph, how- 
ever, has sanctioned the dismissal from the 
army of Marquis Tacoli and of Count Le- 


dochowski on account of their disapproval - 


of the practice of dueling, it is difficult to 
see what attitude he will now take up 
towards Don Alfonso. 

If anything were needed to add to the ridi- 
cule of dueling it would be the statistics just 
published showing that the mortality of re- 
corded duels for the last ten years is less 
than 2 per cent. 


CHARLES WILLIAMS IS DEAD. 


Pioneer Cooper, Who Came to Chicago 
in 1836, Passes Away—Built First 
Barrels Used in Packing Pork.
